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SECTION  C 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 


Water  Supplies 

A satisfactory  supply  of  mains  water  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year  with  no  serious  interruption  in  the  supply.  During  the  year  the 
scheme  to  augment  the  supplies  in  the  Hadleigh  Urban  District  by  linking 
in  with  the  supply  system  of  the  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  was 
completed.  Water  is  taken  in  bulk  from  mains  on  the  Hadleigh  /Layham  boundary 
ex  Polstead  Water  Tower. and  from  mains  on  the  Hadleigh/fildLam.  boundary  ex 
Nedging  Tye  Water  Tower.  Thus,  together  with  the  Lady  Lane  pumping  station 
and  reservoir  belonging  to  the  Council,  there  are  three  distinct  pressure 
zones  in  the  district  mains  system.  In  case  of  need  the  various  zoning 
valves  can  be  opened  to  supply  the  whole  system  from  either  Polstead  or  Nedging 
Water  Towers. 

The  bulk  supply  into  the  Council's  reseryoir  from  Ned^.fng  Tye  is  arranged 
to  automatically  operate  when  the  water  level  in  the  tank  has  dropped  two 
feet  below  the  level  at  which  the  Lady  Lane  Pumps  operate.  In  this  way,  the 
supply  can  be  taken  from  either  or  both  sources,  singly  or  together,  but  only 
drawing  on  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  resources  after  the  Hadleigh  pumps 
are  not  maintaining  the  level  in  the  storage  tank  to  a satisfactory  level.  In 
this  way,  a copious  supply  into  storage  is  provided  but  at  the  same  time 
drawing  as  sparingly  as  possible  on  the  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  resources 
It  is  also  possible  to  isolate  Lady  Lan*-  storage  reservoir  from  the  mains  to 
allow  cleaning  and  emptying  without  interrupting  the  supply  into  the  town  mains. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  with  the  completion  of  this  bulk  supply 
scheme  it  is  now  possible  to  obtain  supplies  from  as  far  afield  as  Thingoe 
Rural  District  Council  mains  via  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  mains  into 
Hadleigh  in  case  of  need. 

During  the  year  a distribution  main  was  provided  for  Stone  Street  and 
several  shallow  wells  have  now  been  abandoned  in  that  area. 

The  total  consumption  of  water  in  the  district  is  estimated  at  93 i 000 
gallons  per  day  of  which  approximately  40,000  are  purchased  in  bulk  from  the 
Cosford  Rural  District  Council  (The  Council  are  entitled,  under  the  supply 
agreement,  to  draw  up  to  80,000  gallons  per  day  from  Cosford  Rural  District 
Council) . 

Bacteriological  analysis 

28  samples  of  water  from  the  public  mains  were  submitted  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  2 samples 
from  private  wells  were  also  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Chemical  Analysis 

The  water  from  two  private  wells  was  found  to  be  safe  for  infant 
feeding  after  assessment  of  the  nitrate  content. 
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Sewage  Disposal 

The  Essex  River  Board  Prevention  of  Pollution  and  Fisheries  Department 
examined  four  samples  of  the  effluent  (discharged  from  the  Brett  Sewage 
disposal  works) and  all  were  described  as  grossly  polluting  liquids  unfit 
for  discharge  into  a stream. 

The  Council  have  placed  a contract  for  the  complete  reconstruction 
and  enlargement  of  the  works  estimated  to  cost  over  £80,000  and  a substantial 
start  has  been  made  on  this  work  but  no  improvement  of  the  discharge 
to  the  stream  will  be  possible  until  the  works  are  reorganised.  In  the 
meantime,  every  effort  is  being  made  to  turn  out  as  good  an  effluent  as  the 
outdated  works  will  allow. 

The  Hadleigh  Urban  District  Council  have  agreed,  subject  to  the  approval 
of  the  Minister  of  Housing  & Local  Government  and  the  Essex  River  ^oard,  to 
allow  the  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  to  pump  the  sewage  from  the  Parish 
of  Layham  to  be  treated  at  the  new  sewage  disposal  works. 

during  the  year,  the  sewer  at  Lady  Lane  was  extended  to  some  24  new 
bungalows  in  course  of  construction. 

The  foul  and  surface  water  sewerage  systems  are  equally  over  loaded  and 
Consulting  Engineers  have  been  instructed  by  the  Council  to  prepare  a 
comprehensive  report  on  these  matters. 

Cleansing  Services 

The  house  and  trade  refuse  collection  system  has  been  carried  out  by 
direct  labour  during  the  year.  The  Council  have  introduced  a pilot  scheme 
of  refuse  collection  by  the  paper  sack  method.  Tftpg  ps  much  more  hygienic 
than  the  traditional  metal  dustbin  and  allows  collection  by  open  truck  without 
dust  nuisance  thus  delaying  the  date  when,  with  the  increasing  number  of  houses 
now  building,  it  will  become  necessary  to  purchase  a second  refuse  collection 
freighter. 

Tipping  of  the  refuse  jointly  with  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  is 
carried  on  at  a tip  on  the  Hadleigh/Aldham  boundary. 

A street  scavenging  service  has  been  maint;  ined  throughout  the  year 
although  it  becomes  increasingly  difficult  to  find  persons  to  undertake  street 
sweeping. 

Caravan  & camping  sites 

There  are  no  sites  in  the  district  other  than  a small  number  of  individual 
caravans  which  were  all  maintained  in  a satisfactory  manner.

The  co-operation  of  the  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  in  allowing 
their  Public  health  Inspector  to  inspect  the  carcases  whilst  the  Hadleigh 
Urban  District  Council  officer  is  on  annual  leave,  is  much  appreciated. 

(ii)  Other  Food  Inspection 

Hadleigh  food  shops  are  mostly  sited  in  buildings  of  ancient  and 
historic  interest  which  add  enormously  to  the  task  of  the  proprietors  to 
maintain  their  shops  to  the  standards  prescribed  by  the  food  hygiene 
regulations.  Shopkeepers  generally  try  to  overcome  the  difficulties  and 
co-operate  fully  with  the  Public  Health  Department.
